Princess's —A new drama, in two acts, entitled Blanche de Valmy, 
was produced at this theatre, last night, with the most decided success. 
It is written by Mr. Bayle Bernard, who has evidently adapted it from 
the French, as the scene of action, the incidents, &c., indicate; the 
dialogue is smart and pointed, and the author has shown much tact in its 
arrangement. Thesubjoined plot will shew its foreign origin :—Blanche 
de Valmy (Madame Prosper), is attached to Franval, (Mr.Walton), an 
officer of cavalry, but being a coquette, and possessing unbounded love 
of admiration, flirts with so many others, and treats him with such ne- 
glect, that he determines to leave Strasburgh, and remove beyond the 
influence of her charms. She is greatly affected on learning this, but 
still feels confident of retaining him in her power if she can only obtain 
an interview. To effect this, she requests her uncle, Colonel Chatillon, 
(Mr.Granby), the commander of the city, to arrest him, and an order 
is given to that effect, describing the dress and appearance but not men- 
tioning the name of Franval. Another officer, St. Hilare (Mr. Walter 
Lacy), of the same regiment, also a lover of Blanche’s, is arrested by 
mistake, and in the interview that follows he makes a favourable impres- 
sion on her, which is strengthened when she Jearns that he has been 
fighting a duel on her behalf with one who slandered her. In this state 
of affairs Franval enters, galled by his previous treatment, and conducts 
himself so haughtily towards Blanche, that in a fit of indignation she be- 
stows her hand on St.Hilare. This ends the first act, and a period of 
four years is supposed to elapse at the commencement of the second. In 
the mean time we are informed that Franval, maddened by the loss of 
Blanche, seeks to revenge himself by insinuating to St. Hilare that she still 
doats on her first love, and he persecutes her continually by his presence 
for the purpose of exciting her husband's jealousy. This villanous de- 
sign answers, and has the effect of destroying the happiness of both, 
while the unjust suspicions and cruel treatment of Blanche, by St.Hilare, 
bring her nearly tothe grave. The parties meet at an inn on the banks 
of the Rhine, where Franval, who is proscribed as an enemy to the King 
at the time of the restorations of the Bourbons, seeks refuge. Blanche is 
induced by feelings of humanity to save his life, when he is pursued by 
the gensd'armes, to give him her husband’s passport, and to conceal him. 
He thus effects his escape. St. Hilare is apprehended in mistake for the 
traitor, and being.without his passport is about to be shut. Here a 
powerful scene ensues between him and his wife, which was admirably 
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sustained. At the crisis of St. Hilare’s fate Colonel Chatterton enters, 
and vouches for his identity. A letter from Franval acknowledges the 
utter falsehood of all his previous insinuations, when a reconciliation, of 
course, takes place. The acting throughout the piece was excellent, 
especially by MadameProsper, as Blanche, and Mr.W.Lacy, as St.Hilare ; 
they were throughout the picce loudly applauded. The droll acting of 
Oxberry, as an innkeeper, created much laughter, and he deserved the 
approbation he received. At the end of the drama, Madame Prosper was 
led before the curtain by Mr.Walter Lacy, when she received a shower of 
bouquets. The piece will be repeated on Saturday next. Madame 
Thillon repeats her character of La Catarina, in Auber’s opera of The 
Crown Diamonds, here this evening.
